ARE DIVORCES LESSENING? 


One of the signs of advancing bet- 


ter conditions la the reported lessen- 
ing of the number of divorces. Wheth- 
er this lessening is due to a higher 
respect for the marriage tie, or- more, 
severity on the part of judges with 
tighter laws has not been figured, out, 
but as is usual perhaps factors in all 
three.

Fur Seal Treaty and Need For Amend- 


ment of Our Statute. 


The act adopted at the hist sessioa| 


of congress fo give effect to the fur 
seal convention of .luly T, 1011. between 
Great Britain. .Japan, Kussia and th-; 
United States provided for tho sus- 
pension of all Innd killing of seals on 
the Pribilof islands for a period of 
five years, and an objection has now 
been presented to this pro-is;ou by, the 
other parties in interest, which raises 
the issue as to whether or not this 
prohibition of land Uiliing is iufouKisl- 
ent with the spirit if not the letter of 
the treaty stipulations. The justifica- 
tion for establishing this close season' 
depends, under th- terms of the con- 
vention, upon how far if. at all it is 
necessary for protecting and preserv- 
ing the American fur sen', herd and for 
increasing its number. This Is a ques- 
tion requiring examination of tbe pres- 
ent condition of the herd aud tile treat- 
ment which it needs in the light of 
actual experience and scientific inves- 
tigation. 


A careful examination of the sub- 


ject is now being made, and this gov- 
ernment will soon be in possession of 
a considerable amount of new informa- 
tion about the American seal herd, 
which has n«en secured during the 
past season and will be of great value 
In determining this question, and if it 
should appear that there is any un- 
certainty as to the real necessity for

On the 20th of July last an agree- 


ment was concluded between the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain adopting, 
with certain modifications, the rnle.s 
and method of procedure recommend- 
ed in the award rendered by tho North 
Atlantic coatt fisheries arbitration tri- 
bunal on Sept. T, 1010, for the settle- 
ment hereafter, 
In accordance 
with 


the principles laid down in the award, 
of questions arising with reference to 
the eserdse of tbe American fishing 
liberties under Article I of rue treaty 
of Oct. 20, 18JS, between the United 
States and Great Britain. This agree- 
ment received the approval of the sen- 
ate on Aug. 1 snd was formally rati- 
fied by the two governments on Nov. 
15 last

embodied In the award provided for 
determining by an Impartial tribunal 
rjie reasonableness of any new fishery 
regulations on the treaty coasts of 
Kewfoundlaud and Canada before such 
regulations could he enforced against 
American fishermen pTcreising their 
treaty liberties on these, coasts nml 
also 'for determining the d-limitation 
of bays on such coasts u-.orc than ton 
miles wide, in accordance with tU 
definition adopted hy the tribunal itf 
the meaning of the word "nays" as 
used in the troflty.

ods of procedure, it was found that 
certain modilications therein .were de- 
sirable from the poiut of view of both 
governcifnts, and these negotiations 
have Dually resulted in the agreement 
above mentioned by which the award 
recommendations as moditied by mu-' 
tual consent of the two governments 
are finally adopted and mnde effective, 
thus bringing this century-old contro- 
versy to a final conclusion, which is 
equally beneficial and satisfactory tu 
both governments.' 


Imperial Valley nnd Mexico.
